HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT. 


The report_of the Medical. Health 
Offiver( Dr. Whitelaw, for the month 
of percents was handed in to the 
city conmissioners this morning.

During the month six patients have 
been admitted, one diphtheria sus. 
pect, one scarlet fever, one measles, 
and two scarlet fever suspects, Six 
have been diseharged curred, two ery- 
sipelas, one diphtheria, one diphthe- 
tia suspect and two searlet fever sus. 
pect Four patients are still being 
treated, one measles, one diphtheria, 
one scarlet fewer and one tubereulo- 
ais 

During the month the old Tsolation 
Hospite! building has been moved to 
the te of the smallpox camp and 
fitted up for the reception of smallpox 
patient The necessary carpenter 
work has been done by the caretaker 
of the hospital agsisted by two health 
inspectors in an endeavor to hurry 
its completion, as it was urgently 
needed for & ease which was reported 
on December Bist, 1908. This was 
found to be a well marked case, an 
old gentleman of 70 years of age, who 
had never been successfully vaecina- 
ted, All the inmates of the house 
were vaccinated, and after the patient 
was removed to the hospital, the 
house and its contents, including in- 
mates, were disinfected and the quar- 
antine removed.
